The city of Placerville with a 
bonded debt of $114,500 and a per 
capita debt of $37.37 at June 30, 
1941, ranked 63rd from the highest 
among the 284 California cities in 
per capita debt, analysis of the in- 
debtedness of California cities, com- 
pleted today by California Taxpay- 
ers’ association, shows. 

Debt payments of the city 
amounted to $5,221 for interest and 
$7,500 for redemption, the associa- 
tion found. 

Payments on’ bonded debt are 
the only place where government 
expenditures cannot be reduced to 
meet war conditions, the Taxpay- 
ers’ association declared. After a 
debt has been voted by the people 
and the bonds have been issued,

SACRAMENTO—With the in- 
crease of home canning this year, 
Dr. Bertram P. Brown, chairman 
of the State Council of Defense 
‘Committee on Public Health, and 
state director of the department of 
Public Health, today sent out a 
walning to guard against botulism. | 

“War-time thrift and _ Victory 
Gardens will be responsible for 
more home canning by housewives 
than ever before this year,” Dr. 
Brown said. 

“Botulism, a highly fatal poison- 
ing is caused by home-canned 
foods,” Dr. Brown stated, “and it 
is anticipated that there will be 
many deaths due to it unless an ex- 
tensive educational campaign is 
conducted. 

“Botulism is caused by a poison, 
produced by the germination of the 
bacillus in the absence of air. For | 
this reason, raw foods and cooked | 
foods do not cause botulism. The 
airless interior of a sealed can or 
glass jar provides the ideal condi- 
tion for the reproduction and 
growth of the bacillus and the con- 
sequent production of the poison.” 

Dr. Brown says that home-canned
